TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES 

Sir,--In view of the interest arous- 
ed by the import Into this country 
recently of five live gkant pandas by 
the Amerlean naturalist Mr. Floyd 
Tangier Smith I would like to quote 
the following remarky from an arti- 
cle in the China Journal by my friend 
Mr. A. de C. Sowerby, of Shanghat:

Re- 
ports have reached us that through- 
eut the whole area inhabjted by giant 
pindas the mative hunters are scour- 
ing the country In search of these 
animals as well as setting traps for 
them. Already, according. to Mrs. 
Harkness, who was In that area last 
spring, two big valleys in.the Wassu 
country, which ‘formerly contained 
many pandas, have been completely 
denuded of-these animals. Other re= 
ports Indicate that many pandas, old 
and young, brought alive to Chengtu 
by ‘native hunters have dicd there 
before they could be shipped out of 
the country, while many more skins 
of dead ones have been offered for 
sale in this city, showing that an in- 
tensive hunting: of glant pandas is 
going on. A rare and not too pienti- 
ful animal at best, the giant panda 
cannot tong survive such: persecution, 
and we strongly urge the Chinese 
authoritics to take measures to pro- 
tect this and other species of rare-; 
animats and birds in China against 
what can only be deseribed as whole- 
sale commercial exploitation, The 
collecting and exporting of so many 
of these rare animals from China can 
hardly be justified on scientific 
grounds, especially when it is taken 
into consideration the number that 
have alfendy died since being cap- 
tured, We therefore appeal to the 
Chinese Government.to intervene. to 
save the giant panda from exter- 
mination before It is too late.” 


Although the existence of the giant 
punda has been known for 70 years, 
und during this perlod {it has been 
hunted by many naturalists and ex- 
plorers, only three have actually been 
killed by white men, The skin of 
the glant panda wos considered of 
Nttle value as: compared to that of 
the takin, ‘consequently there was no 
inducement for local hunters to make 
any special effort to secure it. Skins 
can be seen occasionally in the huts 
of wood-cutters, but these . have 
generally been Iilled In traps set for

While In Shanghal, he said that 
Japanese pride had been hurt by the 
ability of the Chinese to —proloniz 
thelr resistance, but tho Japancse 
found consolation In the contention 
that they were Oghting not China 
alone, but all the forelgn Powers. 

Commenting on the Sino-Japancse 
hostilities, the well known newspaper 
correspondent, according to the 
China Press, stated that so far as 
Japan wos concerned, the end of the 
war was far from imminent. 

Opinions of observers that Japan 
is on the verge of nancial bank- 
ruptcy and the consequent break- 
dowty of her military machine {s not 
fay off, Mr. Chamberlain gaid, wero 
results of wishful thinking. 

He explained that two things may 
cuuse a change In the Immediate 
outlook of the war, In the first 


in. ex- 
haustlon of manpower and food sup- 
nics, on the other hand, Mr. Cham- 

riain sald, may also bring about 
the disintegration of Japan's military 
force, This again, he added, was 
equully unlikely to happen in the 
neor future, 


Tracing the existing economic con- 
{diions in Japan, the correspondent 
onserted that the manpower of the 
natlon was far from having been cx- 
hausted. 

As for food supplies and other 
necessities of life, it is belleved that 
Japan by herself fs quite self-suli- 
clent. There have been sharp de- 
clincs in the imports of the nation, 
he ndded, but since none of the food 
products is imported, Japan was in 
no danger of Immediate shortage. 


Lack of Metals 


The diminishing imports, however, 
were showing thelr effect {n Japan's 
Industry, Mr. Chamberlain — said, 
Among the articles which Japan 
largely imports and‘which are not 
freely forthcoming are cotton, wool, 
oll, zinc—in fact, most metals —per- 
haps with the single exception of 
copper, 

Partly compensating the nation for 
the losses sustained in exports to 
forelgzn countries, Japan was said to 
be exporting her manufactured ar- 
tleles to the ‘“yen-bloc” countrics In 
Inereasing quantities.

TT IS ONE great strength of 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s 
Government that his opponents, 
united in oppositoin to his 
united in 
organisation, 

The Labour Party has it in its 
power to promote a united front 
in opposition. But at present it 
‘is not willing to do so, and even 
went to the extent last week of 
expelling one of its members, 
Sir Stafford Cripps, for breath- 
ing those heretical wordy ‘Popu- 
lar Front.” Consider the posi- 
tion of the Chamberlain Govern- 
ment: It is still called the 
“National Government,” and it 
retains thig title in view of the 
fact that it is supported by 
persons who designate them- 
selves “Liberal” or. “Labour” 
with the prefix “National.” But 
the forces of its opponents in 
and out of Parliament have been 
increasingly articulate, and on 
one point at least these are 
united—in their conviction that 
a different foreign policy is re- 
quired. 

Against Mr. Chamberlain, of 
course, are the solid battalions 
of industrial and political -La- 
hour, and the latter has now 
received the promise of electoral 
support from the well-organised 
Co-operation. Party. Against 
him, also,-is the Liberal Party, 
small in Parliamentary repre- 
sentation, but still capable of 
turning at least two ‘million 
votes in the country. And last- 
ly, there is the new Conserva- 
tive opposition, led by Mr. Dun- 
can Sandys, which has come 
into being in consequence - of 
what some Conservatives regard 
as Mr. Chamberlain’s excessive 
complaisance in the face of 
Fascism and National Socialism. 

This small but virile opposi- 
tion includes. such formidable 
-leaders as Mr. Anthony Eden, 
Mr, Winston Churchill and Mr.

expressed firstly, to Rev. Frank Short 
who sundertook voluntarily the 
arduous task of Supervising Minister 
during the interregnum, and thereby 
assumed many . responsibilitles jn 
addition to the conducting of Sunday 
Services; and secondly, to those who 
have occupied the pulpit at various 
times throughout the year, 


Two Special Appeals 


“Two special appeals were launch- 
ed by the Committee of Management, 
the frst for special support during 
the period when the Church would 
be without a minister; the second 
for 2 new assessment of the Church’s 
income by the formation of a Freewill 
Subscriptions techeme to replace the 
original Envelope system. The 
Supervising Minister’s assistance in 
the preparation of these appeals was 
invaluable, The response to the latter 
was disappointing. An informal dls- 
trict meeting, held with the idea of 

allying members and friends of the 

Church to discuss its position, met 
with litde response, and the Original 
idea of holding several such meetings 
in various districts to cover the whole

SOLDIERS’ 
DEATHS 


Inquiry Into Crash On 
' Customs Pass Road 


An Inquiry into the death of 
Gunner -Renton of the Sth. Anti. 
Alreraft Battery, who, with two other 
soldiers, was killed when a military 
lorry towing a 5-ton gun crashed 
foing down: an incline on Customs 
Pass Road on November 12, was 
held at Kowloon Magistracy yester= 
day. Mr. Himsworth sat as Coroner. 


Sub-Inspector Brittain conducted 
the inquiry and H. S, Dinsdale (fore. 
man), W. C. Tillery and ¢, 
Xavier were on the jury. Lt. A. O, 
G, Mills: was present for the Army, 
and Mr. F, H. Loseby appeared for 
the China Automotive Company, 
Owners of the lorry, 


Driver Atkins, driver of the lorry, 
said there were 14 men on the 
vehicle, which was equipped with a 
spectal low gear, He climbed an 
incline In second Gear ond after 
breasting the hill, changed to low, 
As the lorry started down the Incline, 
the gun jolted the gear into neutral 
and the engine stalled. He tried to 
restart the engine but failed and 
then felt the gun ‘swaying. Several 
yards before turning o corner one 
of the tires of the un carrlage was 
torn off its wheel; | 


In front of his vehicle, continued 
Atkins, was another military lorry 
towing’ 2 gun. This lorry- passed 
the other with about 8 ft. to spare, 
and then gaining speed, went over 
the embankment. , ee 

“T saw a big rocle moving towards 
me, There was a terrifle crash and 
then I found the lorry was a total 
Wreck and the passengers on it had 
been injured,” said Atkins, 


In reply to Sub-Inspector Brittain 
Atkins sald the battery was new and 
he could not account for the failure 
of the engine to re-start. The braltes 
were-in good condition but the gun 
carrlage had no brakes. He could 
change from second to first gear 
without having to stop. ‘ 


Atkins said he drove the lorry 
under orders of his superior, but did 
not possess a pnss for towing the 
gun, 

Sgt. A, G. Levis, who wag sitting 
next to Atkins, snid he did not re- 
member what happened after the 
lorry breasted the hill, although in 
hospital he made a long statement. 
He did not remember seeing the 
driver in diMculties. The only thing 
he remembered. was that the lorry 
Ruined speed as [t overtook the lorry 
in front. He was not in charge of 
the lorry, - 

Chan Chi-king, engineer, of the 
Chinn Automotive Company, said he 
was driving a chassis up ‘Customs 
Pass Rond on November 12 when 
the lorry and gun came towards 
him at a fast speed. As they passed 
he could not tell whether the engine 
of the lorry was running. Before

The 
collecting and exporting of so many 
of these rare aplmals from China can 
hardly be justified on scientific 
grounds, especially when it js taken 
into consideration the number that 
have already died since being cap- 
tured. We therefore appeal to the! 
Chinese Government to Intervene to! 
save the giant panda from exter- | 
mination before {tis too late.” 


Although the existence of the giant 
panda has been known for 70 years, 
and during this period it has been 
hunted by many naturalists and ex- 
plorers, only three have actually been 

illed by white men. The skin of 
the giant panda was considered of 
little value as compared to that of 
the takin, consequently there was no 
inducement for local hunters to make 
any special effort to secure it, Slkins 
can be scen occasionally in the huts 
of wood-cutters, but these have 
Henerally been killed in traps set for 
takin, 

When, however, a market is creat 
ed for a living animal or bird, or 
some part of It which entails the tak- 
ing, of life, whether it be the giant 
panda, the horn -of the rhinoceros, 
the gland of the. musk deer, or the 
feathers of the egret, It undoubtedly 
becomes the thin end of the wedge 
of extermination.

Commenting on the Sino-Japunese 
hostilities, the well-known newspaper 
vorrespondent, sccording to the 
China Press, stated that so far us 
Japan was concerned,the end of the 
war was far from Imminent. 

Opinions of observers that Japan 
is.on the verge of financial bank- 
ruptey and the consequent break- 
down of her military machine is not 
far off, Mr. Chamberlain sald, were 
results of wishful thinking, 

He explained that two things may’ 
cause a change in the immediate 
outlook of the war, In the first 
place a bad defeat for Japan on the 
battlefield may lend to the break. 
down of the existing psychosls of the 
Japanese, 


In Mr. Chamberlain's. opinion, 
such a defcat Is not likely, in view 
of the almost = insurmountable 
technical superiority of the Japanese 
military force. Chinese — sucrilla 
fighting, he sald, may check Jopan- 
ese military advances or hamper 
their communication lines, but It will 
not win any major victory on .the 
battlefeld. 


Physical exhaustion, that 1s ex- 
haustion of manpower and food sup- 
Iles, on the other hand, Mr. Cham- 
rinin sald, may also bring about 
the disintegration of Japan's military 
force. This azain, he added, was 


equally unlikely to happen fn the 


nenr future, 


Tracing the existing economle con- 
ditions ju Japan, the correspondent 
asserted that the manpower of the 
natlon wos far from having been ex- 
hausted. 

As for food supplies and other 
necessities of life, it Is believed that 
Japan by herself $s quite self-sull- 
clent. There have been sharp de- 
clincs In the imports of the nation, 
he added, but since none of the food 
products is finporled, Japnn was In 
no danger of immediate shortage. - 


Lack of Metals 


The diminishing imports, however, 
were showing their effect In Japan's 
industry, Mr. Chumberinin — sald. 
Among, the articles which Japan 
largely imports and which ore not 
freely forthcoming are cotton, wool, 
oll, zlnc—in fact, most metals per- 
hups with the single exception of 
copper, 

Partly compensating the nation for 
the losses sustained In exports -to 
foreipn countries, Japan was said to 
be exporting her manufactured ar- 
ticles to the “yen-bloc’”’ countrics in 
increasing quantities. Such exports, 
however, would not Increase the 
foreign exchange reserve of the 
nation, Mr. Chamberlain «added. 

Comparing Japan's financial condi- 
tion with that of a foreign country 
the correspondent indicated that a 
number of European nations at pre- 
sent feel the financial strain far more 
severely than the Japanese. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated that the 
resignation of Admiral Nobumasa 
Suctsugu, the Home Minister, was 
indicative that the adoption of Fascist 
rule had been Indefintely postponed 
if not altogether dropped. Suctsugu, 
he explained, has always been re=

Inquiry Into Crash On 
Customs Pass Road . | 


An inquiry into the death of 
Gunner Benton -of the 5th. Anti- 
Alrcraft Battery, who, with two other 
soldiers, was killed when a military 
lorry towing a 5-ton gun crashed 
xoing down an incline-on Customs 
Pass Read on November 12, was 
held at Kowloon Magistracy yester- 
day. Mr. Himsworth sat as Coroner, 


Sub-Inspector Brittain conducted 
the inquiry and H. S, Dinsdale (forc- 
man), W. C. Tillery and Cc. M. 
Xavier were on the jury. Lt. A. 0, 


'G. Mills was present for the Army, 


and Mr, F. H. Loseby appeared for 
the China’ Automotive Company, 
owners of the lorry, 


Driver Atkins, driver of the lorry, 
said there were 14 men on tho 
vehicle, which was equipped with a 
special low gear.. He climbed an 
incline In second gear and after 
breasting the hitl, changed to low, 
As the lorry started down the incline 
the gun jolted the gear into neutral 
and the engine stalled. He tried to 
restart the engine but falled and 
then felt the gun swaying. Several 
yards before turning o corner one 
of the tires of the gun carriage was 
torn off. its wheel. | 


In front of his vehicle, continued 
Atkins, was another military lorry 
towing o gun. This lorry - passed 
the other with about 8 ft, to spare, 


and then gaining speed, went over 


the -embanicment. 


“I saw a big rocit moving towards 
me. There was a terrific crash and 
then. I found the lorry was a total 
wreck and the passengers on it had 
been injured,” said Atkins, 


In reply to Sub-Inspeetor Brittain 
Atkins sald the battery was new and 
he could not account for the failure 
of the engine to re-start. The brakes 
were in good condition but the gun 
carriage had no brakes, He could 
change from second to first gear 
without having to stop. 


Atkins said he drove the lorry 
under orders of his superior, but did 
not possess a pass for towing the 
gun. : 

Sat. A. G. Levis, who was sitting 
next to Atkins, sald he did not re- 
member what happened after the 
forry breasted the hill, although In 
hospital he made a long statement, 
He did not remember seeing the 
driver In difficulties, The only thing 
he remembered was that the lorry 
xained speed as it overtook the lorry 
In front. He was not in charge of 
the lorry. 

Chan Chi-king, engineer, of the 
China Automotive Company, said he 
was driving a chassis up Customs 
Pass Road on November 12 wher 
the lorry and gun came towards 
him at a fast speed. As they passed 
he could not teil whether the engino 
of the lorry was running. Before 
he could manoeuvre Into an empty 
spice on the road, the army lorry 
collided with the rear of his chassis 
and his right leg was injured by the 
rubber tyre of the gun carriage. 

Drlver Burrell, driver of the firat 
army lorry, said that sometimes 
when descending an incline the gun 
carriage in tow gave a slight jerk, 
Atkins’s lorry, he sald was wobbling 
after it pussed him, but he did not 
think: the driver was In diMculties, 

“The coupling connecting my lorry 
to the gun carriage, was) a’ much 
better typo than that of AtkIns'‘s, 
which used a. U_ shacklo,” said 
Burrell... .

IN HISTORY OF 
THE REVOLUTION 


CHUNGKING, Jan. 30. 


(COMBINING A CLARION call to arms and continued 

and unmitigating resistance, a dispassionate appeal 
to world justice and righteousness, a strong re-assertion of 
the Three People’s Principles, and a lashing condemnation 
of Japanese aggrandizement, a stirring manifesto was 
issucd upon the adjournment of the fifth plenary session 


of the C.EC. here. 


The manifesto, a lengthy 
document of over 5,000 
words, calls attention of the 
entire nation to their holy 
mission and enjoins them to 
fight on, with their deter- 
mination’ strengthened by 
an unshakable confidence in 
the final prevalence of their 


country’s cause. ; 

Millions of Chinese people, 
with the blood that they sacri+ 
ficed, have written 2 page of 
revolutionary history never 
brighter and more promising in 
the Chinese annals. Let every 
one of China's sons — and 
daughters be heartened and, ted 
on unremittingly to final victory 
and the attainment of true na- 
tional reconstruction by the fire 

- which they bequeathed, the 
‘manifesto exhorted.’ 

Deseribing the war, the manifesto 
declared that it has now entered its 
second or latter stage: a stage almed 
at the attainment of final victory by 
exercising the nation's cntire strength 
as against the first stage, of which the 
object was to wear out enemy re- 
sources, expose enemy design, and 
prepare for the second stage of 
struggle. 

The manifesto recalled that since 
Just April with the adjournment of 
the extraordinary national congress, 
the Central Executive Committee has 
faithfully carried out during the 18 
months that hnve since elapsed the 
resolutions of the congress and the 
highest national policy it had fixed. 


NATION'S FAITHFULNESS 


The entire people of the nation, 
under the dircetion of the party, had 
falthfully pursued a double-course on 
one hand continuing their holy war 
of resistance against Japan nnd an 
the other steadily making progress 
towards national reconstruction. 

During these eventful months, the 
poople, civilian and militury, have 
Shown such unity and oneness of pur- 
pose as have never before been wit- 
nessed. The result is ‘that although 
war areas were extended, the natlon- 
al foundation was never mor: 
stabilized. 

Agalnst this Chinese unity and 
harmony Js a floundering and dis- 
ilusloncd Japan. The manifesto 
pointed ont that the continental 
policy of tho Japancso military Is 
not only condemned externally by 
the entire world, but arc bitterly 
resented Internally by their own 
People, as witnessed by the xcries of 
upheavals that havo disturbed the 
Japaneso political horizon since the 
Mukden “Incident” of 1931, ' 

The manifesto pointed out that 
three Japanese prime mintsters, two 
finance ministers, forty-flve admirals 
and generals have been murdered, 
assnssinated, or otherwise done sway 
with, while hundreds of university 
professora were arrested and = Im- 
prisoned, and thousands of people 
summarily victimised: during the 
period, pointing unmistakably to the 
political chaos that exists In mili- 
taristic Japan, whose semblance of

pending war. 

The. manifesto warned’ that the 
world to-day is In a far more dan- 
fferous and explosive state thun: that 
existing on the eve of the Great 
War.

The manifesto recalled that the 
extraordinary National Congress Inst 
April clearly declared in its manl- 
festo that China will seek only an 
honourable peace, and never peace 
in submisston. It was further polnted 
out that China will never stop until 
she has fully established her, sover- 
elymnty, restored territorin) and nad- 
ministrative integrity, and attained 
the goal of liberty nd equality 
among other nations. 

The manifesto declaced that while

This triple object, again, must, 
only be attained by universal und 
faithful observance of the Three 
People’s Principles, unquestloning 
loyalty to the highest leader, and | 
conscientious execution of a pro- 
framme of national economie deve= 
lopment under the direction of the 
Supreme Natlonal Defence Commis- 
slon which has been created for the 
purpose, ae 

The manifesto placéd.on record the 
deep gratitude of the Chinese nation 
over the many forms of monetary, 
spiritual and other assistance render- 
ed by friendly Powers during her 
distress ’ 

It is belfeved, the statement sald, 
that with the conclusion of the war, 
China will be ble repay such kind- 
ness by restoring the ‘authority of 


the Leayzuc Covenant, the Paris Peace 
Pact and the Nine Power Pact, and 
by enforcing the Principles of the 
Open Door and Equal Opportunity.

force than is necessary is used,” 


NO COMPULSORY EVICTION

OTHER of pearl. should be
